Every word he spoke was one of 
sonfidence in the American troops and 
the Amerigan people, and of assurance 
of a final peace ‘without compromise, 
but which, he said, would not come at 
‘east for another year, wei 

“ You can’t imagine,” he sald, “what 
the 6th of April meant to us. It 
wasn't your man power or your great 
resources we wanted. It was your ap- 
proval. We thought we were right. 
We knew it when you Joined; us. 


To Have a Glorious Army. 

“Gen. Haig sent me to see Gen. Per- 
shing, a 
to the men as*well as the officers. You 
are going to have a glorious army. I 
have seen many German prisoners. To 
compare those men with the men of 
your army is like comparing mud to 
gold. 

“Sir Julian Byng had 700 Americans 
when he took Vimy ridge. Any one 
wifo can take Vimy ridge pan take 
anything in Europe.” ; 

Sir Walter said he found the men in 


the American expeditionary forces in 


excellent condition, «with satremely 
zood food, working hard, and “ very 
modest.”

It is the biggest thing that 
history has ever seen to get up this 
great army of yours, send it across

Duting his visit with Gen. Pershing. 
Sir Walter saw Col. Charles G. Dawes 
He told the Commercial club some 
thing of the transcontinéntal railway 
reaching into Italy, which was opened 
last summer and on which Col. Dawes 
and his regiment of engineers worked 

“One thing I wanted to see when 
I visited your army was the postoffice,” 
he said. “They laughed when I asked 
to see it. But the man who gets a 
letter from home is a 50 per cent bet- 
ter fighter that day than the man who 
does not. The great thing is-—to write 
—to write—to write. If you are not 
feeling cheerful, write leerfully. 
Don’t hesitate at a lie.”

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FISHIN’ THROUGH THE ICE. 
ES, brothers of the angle, it’s a 
long time between casts; but why 
_not try a little fishing through 
. the ice? " 
_ The ‘most comfortable way to fish 
in the winter is to have a shack such 
as is used by -narket fishermen in cer- 
tain regions. This is usually a small, 
rough board house, covered with tar 
paper, without a floor, and on runners 
for easy moving. Along one side a 
‘shelf. is built on which rests an oil 
stove, or even a large lantern, for heat. 
The shack is simply moved over a hole 
in the ice and the fisherman keepd 
warm and snug and has the added ad- 
vantage of being able to see the fish 
without them being able to see him. 

With a shack the fisherman may 
either angle or spear. A three or four 
tined spear, well sharpened, is used 
in the latter method. A long piece 
of rope or clothes line is fastened to 
the handle of the spear to rescue it 
when it is thrown where a fish is not. 

Aree ee ae 

The shack, spear and decoy make up 
the spearer’s outfit. The decoy may 
be a smelt or large shiner or an “ arti- 
ficial.” The latter is simply a large size 
* wooden minnie” or plug, minus the 
hooks, and weighted on the belly so 
that it will ride fish fashion in the 
water. It is manipulated by a cord 
fastened to a line fastener or screw 
eye on tHe decoy’s back: 

The spearer “jiggles" this decoy 
until a fish is attracted. Then he 
slowly .brings it nearer the surface. 
Meanwhile he has poised his spear and 
when the unsuspecting fish is lured as 
fiear to the surface as he is fkely to 
come, the fisherman throws or jabs 
the spear into, or at least at, said fish. 
People of the north country, red or 
white, seldom miss, but the novice can 
hardly expect to do quite as well. 

That is a good method where big fish 
—lake trout, muskies, and pike—are 
plentiful. 


Angling is simpler. One or more 
baited hooks are dropped into the 
water and the fisherman waits for a 
bite, during which wait he often has 
plenty of time to cogitate on the why- 
for of the whence and_other lofty sub- 
jects. Or his horseshoe, or other lucky 
charm, may get in its good work and 
his baits may be discovered by a school 
of hungry fish. Then he is kept as 
busy as the proverbial one eyed man 
at the three ring circus, and “ pulls 
‘em in as fast as he can drop in his 
hook into the water,” as the old fairy 
stories are worded. : 

For a one day trip a shack is not 
always available, and besides some 
states, Illinois, for example, prohibit

A tip-up is simply a cross piece to lie ' 
over a hole in the ice and to which is 
attached a light plece of wood that 
bobs up when a fish obligingly grabs 
the hook. The fisherman may have 


time while he squats by the fire on 
shore and waits for the “ fish on” sig- 
ae eae 

The best. winter bait is a live min-’ 
now, but they are not always easy to 
get in cold weather. Sometimes they 
can be caught in an ordinary min- 
now net where the water is kept open 
by springs, and sometimes they can 
be bought of the people living near 
the lake: However, it ig not wise to 
depend on such uncertain supplies, 
and the city man going out for a day 
had better take bait with him. He 
will have to use cut bait. He can go 
to the market and buy a few perch, 
gsmelts, or other cheap fish, and cut 
them up. A piece as large as one’s 
little finger nail is enough to catch 
the li’l fellers like blue gills and other 

fish. For big “pickerel” use a 
weicie smelt. A piece of pork fat or 
bacon rind, cut minnow shape, will do 
in a pinch. 

The tackle of our boyhood days is 
plenty good enough for winter fish- 
ing. A heavy line of cotton or linen, 
a piece of lead, or a few rusty nails, 
a la‘ country boys, will do for sink- 
ers. For small fish No. 8 ringed Rooks 
are about right; for bigger game use 
the hand forged O’Shaughnessey hook, 
Nos: 1-0 and 2-0. 

As to locating the fish, you had bet- 
ter take some local fisherman into 
your confidence or make your holes 
in the immediate vicinity of where the 
residents are fishing. 

Whether you get many fish or not 
depends on circumstances; that you 
will have a.good time is certain—if 
you take a good time, tucked in a 


warm corner of your heart, with you.

of our cheap school system,” says Car- 
lyle, “and Burns remained a hard 
,worked plowboy.” :

His naturally robust frame was, in- 
deed, overtasked and his nervous sys- 


* tem received from it all a strain that 


he 4id not recover from in after years, 
and it had much to do with shortening 
his life. Those hard tasks and his 
fiery temperament cultivated the thirst 
for ‘stimulants,. which, with his con: 
stant revolts against restraint, much 
hurt his nature, soul, and body. 

His first volume’ was published in 
June, 1786, when Burns was about 27. 


. It contained many of his most cele- 


brated poems, such as “ The Cotter’s 
Saturday Night,” “Man Was Made to 
Mourn,” “The Dogs,” “To a 
Mouse,” “ Halloween,” etc.) and many 
of his songs, that. became wondrously 
popular and are sung frequently in 
many lands even yet. This revelation 
of a genius so versatile and so mar- 
velous took his world, and far outside 
it. by storm. 
The first edition. brought the poet 
only about $100, but it introduced him 
to the literary folks -of Edinburgh, to 
which city he was invited.

He went back to farming finally, en- 
tirely disgusted, for he to feel 
that the aristocracy and the literati 
of Edinburgh had tureed a'cold shoul- 
der toward him. Burns could not com 
ceal in his poetry the dislike he en 
tained for the rich and powerful. 

About a year after the first edition 
of his poems was published, a second 
edition was brought out, with many 
added poems, and from this Burns 
realized about $2,000. With this he 
gave himself some travel, returned to 
Ayrshire, and, after some farming ex- 
periences that failed, he was appointed 
to thé small office of whisky gauger, 
which he held a few years. Meantime 
he was asked to contribute a collection 
of poems for which music was written. 
He’ wrote about 100 songs, the best of 
which are sung today all over the 
world.” For these he received in’ pay- 
ment a shaw! for his wife, a picture 
representing his “Cotter’s Saturday 
Night,” and $25 in money. ‘Burns 
wrote an indignant letter in response 
to this piece of meanness and never 
aftegward composed for pay. | 

Burns had ever g0 many sweet- 
hearts, but ended by m ng one of 
the earliest of them, Jean Armour, 
who had not married him earlier be- 


cause of her father’s obstinate objec-| ted 


tion to the poet. 

His hard life and misfortunes, as 
wellas bad habits; made Burns morose 
and unkappy. In the last years of his 
life, exiled from polite society because 
of anti-church and revolutionary ideas, 
he became sour of temper and plunged 


the lower element of his assoctates. 
He grew prematurely old, and, after 
a somewhat lingering iliness, died in 
his thirty-eighth year, sorely distressed 
by poverty. That was the 25th of July,

Handles Largest 
Output in U.S.

LABBERGASTING — that’s the 
only word to describe the impres- 
* gion made on the visitor to the 
~” ‘Red Cross central division head- 
quarters, 180 North Wabash avenue, 
where 250 men and women—one-half 
of which ts volunteer labor—daily re- 
ceive, sort, pack, and ship what is 
really a vast outpouring of patriotism 
from the women of five states—TIllinois, 
‘Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Ne- 
braska-—this patriotism is expressed 
by a torrent of surgical bandages, hos- 
pital supplies and garments, sweaters, 
socks, rifie-mits, helmets, mufflers, 
and wristiets which would swamp any 
but a thoroughly organized enterprise 
ifke this shipping bureau. 

Look at some of the figures in Frank 
Hibbard’s monthly statement. -In Jan- 
uary this headquarters received, sorted, 
examined, 4nd shipped 2,758,981 sur- [4 se 
gical dressings, 138,354 sweaters, 120,- § sf sa 
739 pairs of socks, 40,000 suits of pa- fy es 
jamas. F'rrom Feb. 1 to 12 it handled 
2,000,000 hospital supply articles.’ In 
one day 153,000 surgical dressings were 
inspected and packed. Daily 180 boxes 
are packed—and such beautiful, care- 
fully systematized packing it is! The 
regular quota going to the New York 
headquarters for transshipment té6 
France is one carload a day. 

A whole, big dry goods business is 
their handling of raw materials—cot- 
tons, flannels, woolens, yarn, etc.—for 
the thousands of women workers who 
depend on this bureau for their sup- 
plies for bandage making, knitted ¢ 
goods, and hospital garments. They »j 
have an order in at Washington for §& 
180,000 yards of flannel. Their shelves 
are stacked high every morning with 
huge bolts of cotton, and woolen goods 
and bales of gray yarn which melt 
away by evening because Sney’ve been 
‘distributed to the hundreds of Red 
Cross auxiliaries in the five states this 
division covers.

Most of the women, among whom are 
many of Chicago’s most prominent and 
erstwhile fashionable (fashion has gone

clad from head to foot in the régula- 
tion white uniform of-the Red Cross, 
a most becoming attire.

THE BASES OF PEACE, 


Although the president’s remarkable series of 
utterances on the subject of peace has had the ap 
proval of American public. opinion as to the spirit 


have given rise to doubt if not concern. It is grati- 
fying to find that in his latest statement of the 
American position he has taken this into account 
and has explained that his concrete suggestions. 
were tentative and illustrative, merely, and that 
“I, of course, do not mean the peace of the world 
depends upon the acceptance of any perticular set 
of suggestions as to the way in which these prob- 
lems are to be dealt with.” 

Senator Hiram Johnson, who represents setae 
as well as anyone what may be called. the loyalty 
of western, and middle western Americanism, notes 
this aspect of the president's latest which 
we think will strengthen Mr. Wilson's policy in 
this region. When at Buffalo the president seemed 
to be concerned over the Berlin to Bagdad project 
of German commercial imperialism he was not 
sounding a note which got ‘much response in the 
west. We as Americans might be interested ‘in 
defeating this project if it could be made clear to 
us that its success would mean a substantial threat 
to our safety. Undoubtedly, Mr. Wilson used it as 
an illustration of the Prussian ambition to build’ up! 
a militarist “empire along the. Berlin- i axis 
as a military and economic spinal But 
many Americans would find this threat unsubstan- 
tial and be inclined to dismiss it as no more dan- 
gorous to us than other imperialist enterprises: 

The same Americans would find themsefves_un- 
willing to consent to sacrificing American lives 
and treasure to procure a seaport on the Baltic 
for the Poles or on the Adriatic for, the Serbians. - 


It is clear that for the American president to 
take the. initiative in formulating ‘definitely the ad-

ABOUT RED: Cross ‘NURSES. 
M. H. R. asks as to the truth of cer- 


tain stories afloat now which reflect. on 


the character of American Red Cross 
nurses now in, France. I made some 


_ inquiries before answering.this inquiry. 


.. Applicants for instruction as nurses 
must be. certified to as to their charac- 
ters. Again, when they apply for 
license, a certificate of character is re- 
quired. Red Cross nurses are sélected 
with care by local boards familiar with 
local people and particularly with local 
nurses. After having been selected by 
the Red Cross they’ are offered to the 
war department. From the time of ac- 
ceptance they are responsible to the war 
department for their conduct. The dis- 
cipline and control of the private lives 
of its charges are infinitely better looked 
after than are those of civilians.
